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The two new headquarters buildings for the US Dept, of Transportation on M St. ST are 
nearing completion. 


Tax Agreement for 
New DOT Bldg. 

T he U.S. and private owners of the SE Federal Center will pay the Dis¬ 
trict Government “Payments-in-lieu-of taxes” instead of real property 
taxes, under an agreement being fashioned by the Anacostia Waterfront 
Corporation. 

At its May 17 meeting the board of AWC adopted a resolution stating that 
GSA sold to JBG Companies real property on M St. SE where JBG has built the 
new Department of Transportation buildings. The DOT buildings will “produce 
millions of dollars in property tax revenues annually. But the DC Council is 
expected to pass a resolution abating those real property taxes and GSA will be 
obligated to make “Payments in lieu of taxes”. $140 million in revenue bonds 
will be issued in anticipation of at least $ 10 million a year in payments in lieu 
of taxes. $40 million dollars of the bond proceeds will be paid to Forest City 
Enterprises to build a 5 acre waterfront park. Other projects to be financed by 
the revenue bonds include “public infrastructure” of the Southwest Waterfront.

Southwest Pastor 
James Butts Dies

n Thursday, June 1, 2006, at 
home following the Wednesday 
evening Bible Study, the Rev. 
Dr. James T. Butts died suddenly. Pastor 
since May 2000 of the Second Union 
Baptist Church (Delaware off M SW), 
the Rev. Butts leaves his beloved wife, 
Gwendolyn Clarke Butts; six children, his 
parents, siblings, 11 grandchildren and a 
host of other close relatives and friends.

N CRC has recently reached an 
agreement with Morgan Stanley 
Real Estate under which the 
Wall Street firm will provide NCRC with

The NCRC 
owns only 20% of the Waterside Mall 


project and is still evaluating whether it 
will use the Morgan Stanley funds there. 
The District is putting up only a modest 
amount of funds ($5-$7 million per year 
in the next two years) to make a go of the 
project, having committed a somewhat 
larger $661 million amount to build a 
baseball stadium in a nearby neighbor¬ 
hood.

of the police department. For the latter 
he had a special interest having served as 
Senior Chaplain of the Capitol Heights

Though desiring to be a preacher since 
his youth in DC, it was while serving 
in the US Army in Seattle, Washington 
that Rev. Butts accepted his call to the 
Gospel Ministry. He served in many 
congregations before assuming the pas¬ 
torate in SW. Pastor Butts motto for the 
congregation was “So much to do, so 
little done.” Yet in his allotted time he 
did what he could. Under his leadership 
Second Union increased in membership 
and birthed many new ministries, such as 
the Haircutting Ministry, Outreach Min¬ 
istries such as SHARE, a Seniors Bible 
Studies in the Greenleaf Senior Building 
and 410 M St SE. In addition to being a 
gifted teacher and preacher he also took 
care of practicalities such as overseeing 
the installation of a handicap restroom. 
He was honored in the September/Octo- 
ber issue of the Gospel Today Magazine 
as one of “2005 s Most Loved Pastors 
Across the Nation.” 

Pastor Butts was a warm, approach¬ 
able, and absolutely determined servant 
of God.

AWC Refinancing H20 at Hogates 

T he Anacostia Waterfront Corporation will borrow money 
by issuing $5.7 million in 3-year revenue bonds to refi¬ 
nance the NCRC debt for rehabing the H20/Hogate 
Restaurant in 2001. Security for the bonds will include the H20 
property and Gangplank Marina, both of which are being trans¬ 
ferred from NCRC to AWC. 

In a resolution approving this action the Board of AWC 
described the Southwest Waterfront Plan as reflecting “a vision of 
true urban destination, where maritime activity and commerce 
mixes with culture and housing to form a vibrant neighborhood 
just steps from the National Mall. The community and political 
support for the Southwest Plan underscore the importance of 
the project and its significance to the ongoing revitalization of 
Washington DC.” 


Disaster Preparation Hints

reparing for a Disaster before it 
happens helps you cope better One 
way to prepare is to assemble a 
DISASTER Supply Kit. 

Here are a few suggestions from the 
Community Emergency Response Team 
Manual: 

WATER - have a supply for three 
days in unbreakable containers. A gallon 
of water is needed for each person in the 
household per day. 

FOOD - Store a three day supply of 
nonperishable foods that do not require 
refrigeration, preparation, or cooking. 
These can include ready to eat fruits, 
vegetables and meats and instant gratify¬ 
ing foods like cereals, peanut butter and 


coffee or tea. 

Kitchen items like plastic utensils and 
plates, manual can opener, all purpose 
knife, etc. 

FIRST AID KIT - One for the home 
and one for the car ... which includes 
necessary supplies and non prescription 
drugs. 

TOOLS and SUPPLIES... 
INCLUDES A BATTERY OPERATED 
RADIO, FLASH LIGHTS, BATTERIES 
AND WATER PROOF CONTAINERS 
FOR SANITATION ITEMS. 

And last but not least, a change of cloth¬ 
ing, HOUSEHOLD DOCUMENTS, 
AND CONTACT NUMBERS... 
WHICH INCLUDES PERSONAL 
IDENTIFICATION like marriage, birth

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History of Old Southwest 

4th Street

n Sunday, May 21, we were 
treated to a very interesting 
walking tour of Old Southwest 
4th Street by a former resident, Larry 
Rosen, who now lives in Rockville. From 
1927 to 1943 Mr. Rosen, now 82, lived 
at 713 4 Vi St., the home previously occu¬ 
pied by the family of the famous enter¬ 
tainer, A1 Jolson. 

The tour was along 4th Street between 
Waterfront (Waterside) Mall and E St. 
Before being renamed in 1934, 4th St. 
was called 4 Vi St. and the street ran 
through Waterfront Mall, as did K and 
L Streets. D.C. now plans to rebuild 4th 
St. within the next couple of years, recon¬ 
necting it between I and M Streets, an 
example of how history can repeat itself. 

Mr. Rosen recalled some of his memo¬ 
ries growing up in Southwest. As we 
walked along each block, he named the 
stores and friends who lived there and 
told stories about them. There were many 
“Mom & Pop” shops in the neighbor¬ 
hood, family businesses whose owners 
often lived above or behind the store. 

Schneiders Hardware at 716 4th St. 
was the subject of a famous court case that 
went all the way to the Supreme Court. 
The owners insisted that their hardware 
store served the community and shouldn’t 
be demolished to make way for redevel¬ 
opment. But the Supreme Court ruled 
that the Redevelopment Land Agency 
could destroy private buildings in order 
to improve the overall neighborhood. 
This established the precedent that even 
today was the basis for demolishing the 
businesses and houses in near-Southeast 
to make way for the Nationals new ball¬ 
park. 

Potomac Place, 800 4th St., now occu¬ 
pies the block where Schneiders Hardware 
once stood. Isn’t it ironic that Southwest 
is today without a hardware store? 

The Southwest Heritage Trail has no 
less than six historic markers along 4th 
St., each giving tidbits about the his¬ 
tory of our neighborhood. For those not

familiar with it, the SW Heritage Trail 
is a self-guided walking tour composed 
of 17 illustrated historical markers. Trail 
Marker #4 located on the West side of 4th 
St., midway between G and I Streets has a 
photo of Mr. Rosen’s father, who used to 
provide kosher chickens in the neighbor¬ 
hood, and Larry explained that he used 
to help deliver them. The same Marker 
#4 also talks about A1 Jolson and men¬ 
tions that he starred in the first “Talking” 
motion picture, The Jazz Singer.
